For instance inthe manufac-
tare of the popular warm air furnace a
certain portion will boe made hers and
another portion nt Bioux City. This
will result in oponing up a field for that
business which Mr. Bullock had not
been able to enter under the former
method of manufacture and those who
know something of its success predict
that its fame will soon spread through-
out the country.

This plant will, between now and
spring, be especially fitted for the man-
nfacture of hot air registers, and other
improvements both here and at Sioux
City are under contemplation.

The field for large works at Sioux City
is large, asthe Sioux works is the onuly
foundry in the city and it is anticipated
that the job work done there will be
especially large.
